N the Year 1708, feveral Merchants of 
| Brifiol fitted out Two Ships, viz. the 

Duke, commanded: by Captain Weodes 
Rogers, and the Dutche/s, Captain Stephen 
Courtney Commander, and Captain Edward 
Cooke Second Captain, to cruize on the Coafts 
of Peru and Mexico, in the South Sea, againft 
the French and Spaniards , and to a& jointly, 
as belonging to the fame Owners. On the 
ift of Auguf thofe Two Ships failed for 
Cork, and on the ift of September they left 
that Town, and came into the Harbour of 
St.Vincent, one of the Ifles % of Cape Verd, 
the 30th of the fame Month. That Ifland 
is not inhabited, It affords great Plenty of 
fome Hogs and Goars. 
There. is in the Woods abundance of large 
Spiders,,as big as a fmall Wall-nur, and their 
Webs are as {trong as our Common Thread. 





H Thofe Iflands are Eleven in Number , 
viz. St. Antony, St. Vincent, St, Lucy, St. Ni- 
colas, Sal, Bona Vifla, Mayo, Santiago, Fogo, 
Remes, and Brave, They are not all inha- 
bited, 

P Oober 
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OFober 23. The Two Ships failed from 
he Ifles of Cape Verd to the Ifle of Grande, 
on the Coaft of Brafl, where they afgived 
the 2oth of November. This Tfland, which 
is uninhabited, lies near the Continent, and 
is plentifully ftored with Wood and Water. 
The Town of Angra dog Reys is on the main 
about Three Leagues from the Ifland;. and 
tho it confifts only of Fifty or Sixty Hou- 
fes, there are in it Two Churches and a 
Monaftery of Francifcans. The French Ships, 
bound for :he South Sea, generally touch here 
to Wood ani Water. - Captain Cooke has in- 
inferred here a Cut. of che Ifle of Grande, 
with the Two Bays formed by it and the 
Continent. He -defcribes feveral Fithes 
to be found there, and the Shark among 
others. ‘’ That Fith has Three Rows of 
‘ Teeth, and a very tough Skin It is 
‘“ commonly attended by one or Two fmall 
“ Fifhes, call’d (by the Englifh) Pilot-fishes, 
“ which the Shark, tho never fo hungry, 
“ does not devour, becaufe they find out 
‘‘ the Prey for him, he being of a very 
_ “ heavy Nature, and when he takes the Bair, 

“ cafts himfelf on his Back—, and thus of- 
“ten feizes Men, as they are {wimming, 
‘* taking off a Limb at a Bite. Tho 
“‘ extraordinary ftrong in the Water, he is 
‘* foon drown’d, if you play with the Line, 
“ which is eafily done”. The Figures of 
. that Fifh and of fome others may be feen in 
the Book. 





November 3o- The Ships departed from 
the Ifle of Grande, and having failed round 
Tierra del Fuego, fteer’d their Courfe in the 
Soxth Sea along the Continent, and on the 
rft of February, 17¢9, afrived at the Ifle of 
Suan Fernandes, without having touch’d 
any where. That Iflend, which lies off of 
Chili , is not inhabited. “* The Duke's Boat 
“ went afhore, and found one’ Al¢xander Sel- 
“‘ kirk, who had been formerly Mafter of 
“* the Cingue Ports Galley, an Enghfh Priva- 
“ ceer in chofe Parts, and having fome Dif- 
“ ference with the Captain of the faid Ship, 
** and fhe being leaky , he left the faid Cap- 
* tain Stradling, going afhore on this Ifland, 
“* where he continued Four Years and Four

“Skin Jacket, Breeches , and Cep, few'd 
“ together with Thongs of the fame> He

Here the Author breaks off the Account 
of his Voyage, co treat of thofe who have 
fail’d round the World, and of others who 
only fail’d through the Streights of Magellan 
and Le Maire. He defcribes thofe Screights, 
and the adjacent Countries. In. the next 
place, he mentions the juft Diftances be. 
tween all the Ports, Bays, and Creeks on the 
Coaft of Chili; the Iflands lying along that 
Country; the Shoals, Winds, and Cur. 
rents, and the Courfe to be held in failing 
from one place to another %#. Afterwards 
he proceeds to give a Defcription of Céili , 
its Extent, Limits, Soil, Seafons, immenfe 
Wealth, Fertility, prodigious Mountains, 
Fifhes, Birds, Beafis, Plants, Ge He men. 
tions the Cuftoms and Manners of the Inha- 
bitants ; and fhews when. that Country was 
difcovered, and how it was conquered by 
the Spaniards. Laftly, the Author mentions 
the fevera] Attempts made by the English 
and Dutch along the Coaft of Chili, from the 
firft Expedition by Sir Francis Drake to this 

‘prefent Time. ‘This Account, taken from 
the beft Authors, to which Captain Cooke 
has added his own Obfervations, muft needs 
be very acceptable to many Readers, fince 
they will find in this Book the Subftance of 

‘what is only’to be found in feveral Writers. 

I thall take notice of fome few Paffages, that 

‘are moft proper to be inferted here. 


Baco Nunez de Balboa, Governor of Daricn,. 
was the firft -Zuropean, who travelling over 
the IfPhmius of smerica, difcovered the Seut/« 
Sea, to which he gave that Name, as lying 
S. of that part of the AmericanContinent That 
‘Difcovery being made by Land, what re- 
main’d was to find out a Paflage or Commu- 
nication between the T wo Seas for the Con- 





_ % The Author’s Defcription of the South- 
Sea- Coafts isthe more valuable, becaufe it is 
taken from the Manufcript Coafting- Pilot: , 
compofed by the ableft Spwnifh Sailors, and 
improved by the conftant Practice of about 
Two Hundred Years.

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sency of Trade. To this end many At- 
pi a been.made by the North-Wef ; 
but they.all proved unfuccefsful. 

Ferdinand Mage#an, a Portuguefe, was the 
firft, who undertook to fail from Ewrope into 
the Soath Sea. He fet out from Spain with 
Five Ships the roth of suguft 1519. and af- 
cer many Dangers and great Difficulties, be- 
ing come to 52 Degrees of South Latitude, 
found the Paflage, fince call'd from him the 
Streights of Magellan. Thofe Streights are 
about 110 Leagues in Length, in fome Ple- 
ces wide, and in others not above Half a 
League % in Breadth. He made his way 
through, and being arrived in the South-Sea, 
went on to the EaffelIndies ; but he was kill’d 
in the little Ifle of Zebu , one. of thofe now 
call’d the Philippine Iflands. One of his 
Ships forfook him at the Streights of his 
Name ; and of the other Four, one only, 
call’d rhe Vidory, returned into Spain, under 
the Command of Jehn Sebaftian Cano, being 
the firft that failed round the World, and 
came from the South-Sea into Europe, 

In the Year 1539. Alonfo de Camargo failed 
from Spain with three Ships for Peru , pafs'd 
the Stresghts with great Difficulty, aad ar- 
rived fate at the Port of Arequipa in Peru: 
one of his Ships. was caft away, and the 
third returned to Spain. After Camargo, 
Don Garcia de Loayfa, and other Spaniards 
went over thofe Streights ; but all their Voy- 
ages proved unfortunate, 

The Wealth of Pera tempted Sir Francis 
Drake to undertake that Voyage. He failed 
from Plymouth with Five Ships and Barks,the 
isthof November 1577. went into the South. 
Sea through the Streights of Magellan, failed 
along the Weftern Coalt of America to 43 
Degrees of Northern Latitude ; and having 
plunder’d fome confiderable Places on the 
Coaft, and got a rich Booty at Sea, return’d 
by the Eaft-Indies and Cape of Good Hope, 
being the fecond that failed round the 
World. 7 

His Succefs put Sir Thomas Candifh upon 
the like Attempt inthe Year 1586, which 
he performed. eras 

The next, that pafled thofe Stre‘ghts, and 
failed round the World, was Oliver Noort, 
a Dutchman, in the Year 1598.

% Others fay the narroweft Parts of thofe 
Streights are larger than half. a Leeguts 
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Sebald de Wert ventured upon the fame 
Voyage ; but moft of his Men perifhed.in 
the Streights, where he was confined by the 
Weather for the Space of nine Months, and 
at laft return’d the fame way he went. 

George Spilbergen was more fortunate : He 


return'd Home fafe, after he had gone round 
the whole Earth. 


The great Difficulty of going through 
the Streights of Magellan moved others to 
try another way. The firft who did it, were 
Wiliam Cornelifon Schouten, and Ifaac be Maire. 
They fet out from Holand the 14th of Fune 
1616. and on the 25th of Jaumary 1617. 
having left the Streights of Magellan to the 
Welt, and held on their Courfe to the South, 
enter’d a {mall Streight in the Latitude of 
56 Degrees, made by a Point running out 
from Tierra del Fuego, onthe Weft, andan 
Iiland they difcovered to the Eaft, which 
they call’d sheStates-land. ThisStreight,which 
thofe Difcoverers call'd the Streight of Je 
Maire, is of no length, and immediately. 
leads into an open Sea, through which they 
failed round Tierra del Fuego , into the Soush- 
Sea. 


The Lovers of Geography will doubtlefs 
be very well pleafed with the Author’s De- 
{cription of the Coafts of the Kingdom of 
Chili, from the Spanifh Charts abovesmen- 
tion’d. That large Kingdom begins in 29 
Degrees of Southern Latitude, and extends 
to 47. according to thofe Charts, being 400 
Leagues in Length. The Breadth of it in 
fome Parts is 20, and in others 30 Leagues 
from the Sea to the Andes, that vaft Chain 
of Mountains, which runs a-crofs from 
Northto South. That Countrey lies gene- 
rally in a happy Climate , is very Fruitful, 
and abounds with all Sorts of Cattel, and 
with Mines of Gold, Silver, Copper, Tin, 
Quickfilver, and Lead. The Ridge of 
Mountains call’d Andes, runs about 1500 
Leagues in Length, and in many Places is 
40 Leagues broad. There are fourteen 
burning Mountains along that Ridge, which 
frequently throw out Fire and Smoke. Thofe 
who defice ro have a Notion of the King- 
dom of Chili, may confule the Author , 
whofe Account of chat Countrey, tho fhort, 
will prove very Satisfactory. But to rerura

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Captain Cooke having mentioned what o- 
thers fay of that oninhabited Ifland . gives 
us his own wy 7h per of ic. He obferves

“ Lions, and Seals of feveral Sores, all 
“ with excellent Furs, that we could fcarce

* Sea.Lions are as big as our Englifh Oxen, 
‘* and roar like Lions. They cut near a Foot 
“ in Bat, have fhort Hair of a light Colour.

“help of their two Fore-feet , and draw 
“ cheir hinder Part after them , and lie in 
“‘ great Numbers in the Sun. Thefe we 
« kdl chiefly to make Oi! , which is “I 
“ goad; but it is a bard Matter to kill 
* them Both thefe (rhe Seal:)- and 
“ the Lions ere fo thick on the Shore, that 
‘‘ we were forced to drive them away be- 
* fore we could Land , being fo numerous, 
** chat it is fearce credible to thofe who have 
*« not feen them ;.and they make a moft pro- 
** digious Noife. Befides, we met wich 
** fuch Plenty of Fith that in four 
“ Hours two Men in a Boat near tlre Shore, 
“ in five or fix Fathom Water, might take 
* enough to ferve two hundred Men ”.

From thence Captain Cooke failed for the 
Galdpages-Ifands , but did not come to an 
Anchor in any of them.

a Ship ¢ call’d the Marquis. Ic was refolved. 
in that Ifland to plunder a Village upon the 
Continent, which was immediately per. 
formed. The Ifle of Gorgona lies in the 
Northern Latitude of three Degrees, and is. 
not above three or four Leagues in Com-

The Author breaks off again the Accouar 
of his Voyage, to give us a Defcription of 
Peru, and begins with the Sea Coaft; where. 
in he follows the Spanish Coafting-Pilor a. 
bove-mention’d. He obferves the Diftance 
between all the Ports , Bays, and Creeks of 
that large Kingdom. He mentions the Iflan?s. 
lying along the Coaft, the Shoals, Winds, 
Curreats, Oc. He defcribes from the bef 
Anthors the feveral Provinces of Peru, and 
gives an Account of their Produf&t He 
proceeds to treat of the Cuftoms, Religi- 
On, Ov. of the ancient Peruvians, before 
they were fubdued by the Jaeas ; of the Reign, 
and Conquefts of che Inéas , their Laws, 
Government, Gc. In the next Place, the 
Author gives an Hiftorical Account of the 
Difcovery and Conqueft of Peru by the Spa- 
nitrds, of feveral Towns built by them, of 
fevera) Rebellions and Tumults fupprefé 
fed, Oe.

Captain Cooke, not contented to give: us 
an Account of the River of the smazon:, 
as itis to be ‘found in feveral Authors , has.

Among the innumerable Variety of Fith 
it produces, the moft fingular is the Ma- 
nati, o¢ Sea-Cow, fo call'd from its Re- 
femblance. It feeds on Grafs along the: 
Baok«,.and the Female brings. forth and 
‘ fuckles her young - Ic alfo produces vat 
plenty of Tortoifes, Armadillos, Alligy- 
tors or Crocodiles, and feme Snakes of 
fuch a prodigious Magnitude , that they 
‘ {wallow a Man. On the Mountains there 
are fierce Tigers, wild Boars, very many 
Dantas, being a Species of wil! Buffaloes, 
and many other forts of Aninials of feve- 
‘ ral Coloursin the Plains, All che lengely 
of it is peopled by barbarous. Nations : 
The moft noted are fet down in this Map, 
efpecially oa the Rivers chae fall into ir, 
fome of which are reported to carry much 
Gold, The Partuguefé have fome Towns 
about the Mouth of, at’, and.a Berton Rio 
Negro, or the black River”. 


It appears from the fame Map, that the 
Jcfuits have a very extenfive Miflion along 
the River of the Amazons, whither they be- 
gan to fend Miffionaries in the Year 1638. 
heir chief Settlement is in the City of Se. 
Sraucia Of Berje, in. the Province of. the 
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Maines, Three Hundred Leagues from Quire. 
The Barbarians have kul'd feveral Jefuirs, 
whofe Names are inferted inthe Map. The 
Society has, ( befides the Parifh of Borja, 
and its Dependencies) 39 Towns founded by~ 
their Labour in Four feveral Diftris. We 
aretold, that the Jefuits have converted and 


_ baptized 26000 People, and that they have 


contratted Friendthip with feveral numerous 
Nations, which they hope to convert.

THESE Differtations,. which are new-

s # maintained laft Year in the Schools of 
Phyfick at Paris. Dr. Falconce the Son, who 
was the Author of that Thefis, explained his 
Opinion about the Formation and Nourith- 
ment of the Fotws. Hé undertook particu- 
larly to confute thofe, who believe that the 
Child lives upon the Mother's Blood. That 
Opinion, which moft of the Ancients fol. 
lowed, appeared to him contrary to the new 
Difcoveries of the Philofophers, who per- 
ceiving in the place wheréin the Child is 
sourifked, a mitky Liquor feparated from 
the Mother's Blood, inférr’d from ir, that 
fuch a Liquor was only defigned for the 
Nourifhmenr of the Child. But among 
thofe who are of this Opinion. fome believe 
ftill that there is fome Communication be- 
cween the Mother's Blood, and that of the

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Mr. Mery, whom Dr. Fa/conet did not name 
in his Thefis, being contented to call ‘him a 
Learned Anatomift, to exprefs his Efteem for 
him, thought himfelf obliged to attack an O- 
pinion contrary to his DoG&rine. He could 
not well bear; that what he had advanced as 
a Demonftration in the Memoirs of the Reyal 
Academy of Stiences, fhould be call'd an Error, 


. in thé publick Schools of Phyfick, by a Do- 


&tor whofe Capacity and Experience he him. 
felf acknowledges in feveral Places. Where- 
fore he undertakes to fhew thatit is nottrue, 
that the Generation of the Foetus does no 
lefs depend upon its Nourifhment, than its 
Growth and PerfeG@ion. Any one { fays he) 
who maintains fuch a Propofition, muft be- 
lieve, that the Mouth was firft open’d by 
the Food conveyed into the Stomach of the 
Child ; the snus, by the coming out of the 
Maconium ; the Arteria Trachca, by the Air 
going into the Lungs ; and all the Veflels, 
by the Liquors. But fince the Reception 
and Diftribution of the Food require that 
the Conduits fhould be ready made, that ic 
may be received and diftributed to all the 
Parts; it follows that the Formation of the 
Embryo does not depend npon its Nourifh- 
ment. Mr. Mery adds, that a Child in the 
Mother’s Womb does not receive irs 
Nourifhment through the Mouth, becaufe 
fucking depends upon Refpiration ; but 
fince the Fetus does not breath in the 
Womb, ’tis plain it cannot fuck. To be. 
convinced that a Child cannot fuck without 
breathing, one needs only ftop his Nofe, 
whilft he draws the Milk of his Nurfe; and 
it will appear that he can fuck no longer, 
unlefs he opens his Mouth to bieath. Ma- 
ny Fetus’s have been feen, fome whereof 
had their Mouth and Nofe ftopt, and others 
had no Head ; and yet they appeared as well 
fed as thofe that had not the fame Imperfe- 
ions : But beciufe thofe monftrous Fatus’s 
could receive no Nourifhment but through 
the Navel— String; ’tis plain, that a Fetus 
does not fuck in the Womb at any time. 
‘Tis therefore a Chimerical Thing to affirm, 
that a Milky Juice is conveyed from the 
Womb into the 4mnios through invifible 
Conduits, to be taken into the Mouth of the 
Fetus, as foon as it can fuck. 

Befides, the Author maintains againft Dr. 
Falconet, that a Child from ‘the time of its 
Conception is faftened to che Womb, by the 
Membranes of the placenta formed oy 

ame 
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fame time. If it be true, as Dr. Falconer 
pretends, that when a Woman begins to be 
with Child, the Ferus doesnt ftick to the 
Womb, by the Placenta, nor by the Mem. 
branes, and chat therefore the Mother's 
Blood cannot ferve for its Nourifhment,, be- 
caufe that Blood would fall into che Womb, 
and could. not be conveyed into the Mouths 
of the Receptacles of the: Placents ; it mutt 
be confeft that in the fame Cafe the milky 
Juice could nor get into them neither, be- 
caufe the fame Reafon ought to make us be- 
lieve that the laéteal Conduits are nor lefs 
ftopt at that time, than the other Veffels. 
And therefore, according to Mr. Mery, Dr. 
Falconet’s Argument comes to.nothing, by his 
own Principles, He alfo calls another Affer- 
tionof Dr. Falconet a Chimerical Thing, vz. 


that when a Woman is near her time, all the | 


Veifels of the Womb are prefled by the Bo- 
dy of the Child, which deprives him of his 
Nourifhment, by drying up the Veins of 
the Placenta He confutes that Aflertion 
with feveral Reafons and. Experiments , 
which we fhall not iafert here, becaufe the 
naryon Bounds of our Extracts do not allow 
of it. , 


Dr. Falconet pretends, that the Mother's 
Blood is net proper for the Nourifhment of 
the Child, and that a milky Liquor fits him 
better, Mr. Mery maintains the contrary, 
and proves it an- the following Manner. 
‘“ When a Ohild is born ; \he only fucks his 
“ Mother's Milk: That. Milk is, changed 
“ into Chylein his Stomach ; and then that 
Chyle being conveyed into the left Vena 
Subclavia , where it mixes with the Blood, 
is converted into its Nature. 
Blood is diftributed through the Arteries 
to all the Parts for their Nourifhment : 
From whence it ought to be inferred, that 
the Mother’s Blood is much more. proper 
to nourith the Fetus, than the pretended 
Milk of the Womb, fince the Blood is in 
both of them the immediate Nourifhment 
of the Parts,and does not want to undergo 


“ feveral Changes ,. which the. uterin Milk | 


“ fhould go througti before it could nourith 


them”. TheAuthor alledges theObfervations ~ 


which he made in the Royal Academy of 
Sciences, and which have been inferted in 
the Memoirs.. “ By taking off the Placenta 


“ from the Bottom of che Wenib, I thew

‘* Delivery ”, 


In the Hiftory of the Academy of Scien- 
ces Mc. Mery mentions a Woman with Child, 
who loft her Life by a great Fall, and whofe 
Veffels, and alfo thofe. of her Child, were 
found deftitute of Blood. Which feems to 
prove that there is.a mutual Circulation be- 
tween the Mother's Blood and that of the 
Fatus, fince the Lofs of the one occafion- 
ed the Lofs of the other. Dr. Falcomet was 
not convinced by an Experiment attefted by 
Mr. Mery. He afcribes that Event to other 
Caufes, which he explains in his Thefis. He 
maintains that an; uncertain Experiment, 
which cannot be renewed at all times , and 
which..may arife from many extraneous 
Caufes, cannot prevail above an Experi- 
ment which he made upon a Bitch with 
young ; an Experiment (fays he) which eve- 
ry Body can make, and the truth whereof 
may. be demonftrated at any time. Mr, Mery 
an{wers that he has had no Occafion to make 
fuch an Experiment’, and. that comparative 
Anatomy can never be depended upon. He 
adds, that he has been informed by a Friend 
of Dr. Falconet, that he himfclf had not 
made. that Experiment, and that he gota 
Scholar to make it for him. What is fur- 
prifing, is, thar the thing is neither very 
difficult.nor extraordinary. We do not pre- 
tend. to give our Judgment about this Sub- 
je : We only invite the Publick to exa- 
mine thoroughly a Queftion, that is worthy 
of their Curiofity.

The Vth concerns this Quefti- 
on, Whether ic be lawful to fel] or to buy a 
rar wget A general Notion of the 
Duties of all thofe , who belong to the Or- 
der of Malta, isto be found in the Vith 
Chapter. The regular Profeflion of the 
Knights makes the Subje& of the VIIth. 
In the VIILth, 1Xth, and Xth, the Author 
enlarges upon the Vows of the Knights of 
Malta,and fhews how they may beperformed., 
The XIth treats of the regular Habit, which 
the profefs'd Knights ought to wear at ail 
times. ‘The Two laft Chapters concern the 
Profefhon of Arms of the Knights of Mass, 
and thew upon what O¢cafion they may be 
allowed to ferve in the Armies of Chriftian 
Princes , and what is to be obferved in order 
to be admitted a Knight. 

The Author inveighs againft the Lewd.
